In confequence 9^ his 
partner'^ bankruplKry, in November,* .1 9p7, the paper waa 
i3(ttbliihed tii his ownnanie only^ and in the very firft paper 
prul)li(hed on his own account, ^n inflammatory paragraph 
was inferted, by his ibreman^. without h.is Xnowledge^.and, 
htt^ believes,, without, the knowledge of any j one in. the 
office,* bur the perfon by whom it was inferted. Under 
what circumflances this paper; was publifhed will ap-

The firft and third paragraphs, copied into the iirfof- 
mation, I had never feen, till after the publication of the 
paper ; andy as I thought the fentiments cont^ned in the firft 
paragraph highly improper, I did not think it right to de&nd 
the matter. Thelituation in which Iftood, a^^ Editor of 
the paper, rendered me refporifible for its cbntbnts j ' but 
had I fet up a defence^ I fhould have been regarded as 
haying adopted feptimepts as n^y own whkih I totHly dif-* 
avowed. 

The fecond paragraph, which I flightly faw, tn a de- 
tached ftate, before its publication, was^ as I was aflurcd by. 
the writer of it, a iiLBple relation of a niattqr of hA. 

The third paragraph wa», I h^ve reftfon to believe,^^ 
written' by the hmc hand as the^ firft. The manner iii 
which It is exprefi[ed is ., certainly objeftionable, and had 
I feen it^ before, publication, I would, not^-have pejcmitted 
its infertioni Tlie firft paragraph wa9|' without doubt, .the 
fole caufe of tht profec?ution, as the others would never 
have been noticed, had they not appeared in the fame 
paper in which that wa^ inferted. 

Under. thfefe. circumftances I fiif&red judgment to go by 
default, in Eafter term laft, and fentencd was fufpended 
till the Michaelmas term following. 

On the 24th of November laft I was. called injto Court, 
when the information, and following affidavits were read 
by the Clerk of the Court. *

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The Information and Affidavits being read, the Attorney- 
General rofe to addrefs the Court : — The following is 
the fubftance of his fpeech on the occafion :

It is very far from my wtih to ftep between the clemency 
of the Court and the defendant before you, it i« my wiih 
that die circumftances which have been offered in bis 
favour fiiould meet with due coniideration by your Lord** 
fiiip, and that he may experience all that clemency 
whrch his ^tuatton, and his unfortunate circumftanceSi may 
call for.
